*-tThe civil rights of the Philippine 


people will be guaranteed, and protect- 
ed to the fullest extent: religious free- 
dom twill be assured, and all persons 
shall be equal and have equal standing in 
the eyes of the lav,'. 


4—Honor, justice and friendship forbid 


the use-of the Philippine people or the 
islands they inhabit as an object or 
means of exploitation.

wet season in the Philippines as 15k-ely to 
be an important if not deceisive factor 
in determining- the character of the mili- 
tary movements during the next six 
months. This period of rains and storm 
is no new and untried danger, for the 
United States troops were in the trenches 
around Manila through much ot the 
worst pait of the wet season last sum- 
mer 


Major E-impson, chief of the bureau of 


military information, was then on the 
staff of General Green and learned from 
experience how far this wet season af- 
fected the health and comfort of the men 
and retarded military operations. Gen- 
erally speaking, he says, men were uy to 
their knees in mud and water during 
July and August,\v hen out- trenches were 
drawn around Manila, but while this was 
a great personal inconvenience, it did 
not c-aupe any material increase in the 
sick rate. About the worst feature was 
that the stretchep of quagmire made it 
next to impossible to execute military 
movements on a. large scale. 


The wet season does not begin as a rule 


lintil June, so that it is about two months 
before its effects will be seriously felt. 
The<present months, April and May, gen- 
erally come under the head of the hot 
season, which just precedes the drench- 
ing rains beginning in June. The hottest 
weathor is in May, although it never 
goes above 100 degrees. Gradually this 
merges into the heavy rains and violent 
storms of June, the wet season lasting 
for six months. The season doesxnot come 
on abruptly, but Is a gradual transition 
until everything is in a condition of soak. 


It is the general belief that General

fine his efforts after that to holding the 
ground already won, keeping up com- 
munications, protecting his fianks and 
Waiting for the dry season to give him 
another period of active operations.

Improvement In Flour Not Sustained. 


The Produce Quotations. 


Boston, April 4.—For more than a week 


past the tone of the flour market has 
been Quiet, not only here, but at all other 
distributing centers. The improvement 
in the demand noticed in the previous 
weelt \\-as not sustained last week. Buy- 
ers have looked upon the adA'ance in 
wheat and the influence it has had upon 
the flour market as but temporary de- 
velopments, due to crop damage reports, 
which are always prevalent at this sea- 
son of the year and which past experi- 
ejnce has taught them to look upon with 
suspicion. The New England jobbers 
are not excessively stocked with flour, 
but as a rule supplies are ample, when 
eked out with occasional purchases of a 
cai or two from tbe mills to fill the calls 
made upon them by retailers The trade.

The acceptance is of 
the broad principle only, and the details 
of the arrangement are yet to be agreed 
upon. As the United States has already 
accepted the general proposition there is 
no longer doubt as to the organization 
of the commission.

On the former they can be success- 


fully treated with kerosene emulsion or 
strong whale oil soap suds; but on be- 
comas and other juicy leaved varie- 
ties there is no alternative except the 
slow process of carefully rubbing them 
oft' with a cloth or soft brush. They 
should be gone ovc-r in this way at 
least every three or four weeks.
